They were greeted 
cordially at the door step and were in- 
vited inside. The delegation was headed 
by Cornelius N. Bliss, Gen. Horace Porter, 
Gen. Anson McCook and S. V. R. Cruger.

Press representative that New York 
would undoabtedly be solid and enthu- 
siastic for McKinley although it was cer-

Milholland's address in presenting War- 
ner Miller to the gathering in front of 
McKinley's home last night and speaking 
of him as the next Governor of New 
York. Bliss said he thought it too early 
for the consideration of that subject.

Company B. of the 10th regiment had 


the photograph taken of Artist Cody while 
drawn up in front of the present Kimball 
brick block on Main street. This old pho- 
tograph is owned by Col. W. H. Phillips 
and is in good preservation. The figures 
of Captain Smart and his lieutenants are 
quits recognizable, as also of privates 
Darby, Morgan, Sheldon and several 
others. In the rear stands Gen. A. A. 
Richmond, Alpheus Smith, E. 3. Wilkin- 
son, "Jack" Cady, M. S. Gallup, and Tom 
McMahon, while Henry Stewart and his 
noted drum is true to life. Wednesday, 
May 22, Captain Smart drilled his com- 
pany on Main street, loading and firing in 
front of the "North Adams," now the 
Wilson house. A fe^v days previous two 
soldiers had been drummed out of camp 
for 
insubordination, the

George Jones had kneeled on the flag on 
Furnace Hill at the point of the company's 
bayonets and taken the oath of allegiance 
and gone home a wiser man to Williams- 
town, and the soldiers had been put under 
pay of f 10 a month including food and 
clothes. 


The Making ,,l the Uniform*. 


Chap in & Briggs were the leading mer- 


chant tailors in Penniman's Row, the pres- 
ent site of the Blacklntou block, and made 
the new uniforms to measure, for which 
S. Johnson found the cloth, and there was 
much delay for various reasons in getting 
them out. The last delay was the procure- 
ment of the regulation cross buttons. 
These came at last and June 7,1861, the 
company sent its rifles to Boston for in- 
spection, and appeared in full dress uni- 
form parade on Main street with a profi- 
ciency in drill and with an air of deter- 
mination which delighted every citizen. 


Fried at South Axliim*. 


The next day the cjinpany marched 


down to South Adams and were met at 
Renfrew by Gen. Wm. C. Plunkett at the 
head of 300 citizens. 
They, headed by 


martial music, escorted 
the company 


through the principal streets of the vil- 
lage, and thence to the M. E. church, 
where Gen. Plunkett made an eloquent 
address of welcome, and was ably second- 
ed by Hon. E. F. Jenks and Rev. E. T- 
Hunt, then pastor of the Baptist church. 
Capt. Stuart made response for his com- 
pany, and promised if the Adams citizens 
"would love for those it left behind that 
the Johnson Greys would maintain the 
good name of the town abroad." After a 
sumptuous banquet in the vestry of the 
church, a Scott and Hardee drill in front 
of the Greylock house, a inarch to Maple 
Grove and return the company tainted 
the residences of Gen. Plunkett and W, 
S. Farnsworth, and returned by train, the 
citizens having paid their fares home. 


Farewell Sermons on t'hurru Hill. 
Sunday forenoon, June 9, the Johnson 


Greys marched from camp to the Baptist 
church in uniform, where Rev. Miles San- 
ford preached to them from the text: 
"Now, therefore, endure hardness as a 
good soldier of Jesus Christ." "No man 
that worketh entangleth himself with the 
affairs of this life, that be may please him 
who hath chosen him to be a soldier." It 
was a touching appeal to the first com- 
pany of soldiers going to the front from 
that locality to put their trust in God. In 
the afternoon the company marched to 
the M. E. church and listened to Rev. Mr. 
Jutkins, whose text was: "Through God 
we shall do valiantly, for he it is that shall 
tread down our enimies.

"Monday

the company 


marched to the Beaver mill and thence to 
the Union, where Mrs. Oliver Arnold 
presented it with a costly Bible.

Smart thanked the donor for his company 
saying " that it would prove worthy of 
the gift," and the company gave her 
three rousing cheers. That afternoon the 
Johnson 
Greys drilled 
at Johnson's 


grounds, bathed in a body in the Brayton- 
villepond, and in the evening took sup- 
per at Mr. Johnson's residence.

H. Williams made the welcome speech 
for their host, Messrs Rogers and Keyss 
sang "The Star Spangled Banner," and 
Mrs. Johnson presented the company 
with a towel per capita. 
Wednesday 


evening the ladies of upper Eagle street 
banquetted the Greys on the grounds of 
Charles O. Hall, Revs. Sanford aud Paine 
and Lawyer A. W. Preston made feeling 
addresses and Messrs Rogers and Keyes 
sang "My Country 'tisof Thee." 
tiood-bye Banquet on Church Hill. 


The farewell banquet was given the 


"Johnson Greys," who had taken the 
name of their generous patron and friend 
Hon. Sylvander Johnson in front of the 
Congregational church on Church Hill. 
The banquet was under the auspices of 
the ladies of this portion of the village 
and the Ladies Soldiers' Aid society,, who 
had been busily at work for weeks in 
preparing all kindr, of necessaries for 
these soldiers tor use in the service. Mr. 
Sanford presented each of the Greys on 
the part of these ladies with a handker- 
chief, havelock and a Testament, their 
names being written therein, and with an 
earnest blessing bade them a final adieu. 
Parting Words tram Hon. 1C. I,. Dnnei 


Hon. H. L. Dawes, who had been an 


earnest worker from the first for the in- 
terests of the Johnson Greys, made them 
the farewell address.. The entire business 
of the village had been suspended and 
nearly all its citizens were gathered there 
on Church Hill Square. It was an hour of 
the deepest solemnity sorrow, sadness 
and fear, and every heart throbbed in 
sympathetic unison. None but tb.e living 
who were in that great throng, cither as i 


soldier or citizen, can realize the awe of 
that occasion, when the old town of 
Adams and its adjacent towns, gave their 
first sons to the country to save it for 
freedom and to abolish the national crime 
of slavery. 


Mr. Dawea said, "Never before was 


witnessed as on this occasion such 
sympathy between the people and the 
army. No such scene as this, or onj. 
thing 
like 
this, 
was 
ever 
known 


in the history of the world-volunteers 
going forth 
to defend their country 


from assaults from within and without. 
Oar closer and intimate feelings !or the 
Johnson Greys r.re now about to termi- 
nate, but not our interest, which lias be- 
gun to increase, and which "\\i!! grow 
stronger and stronger until their return. 
Their honors, their hardships and their 
misfortunes will fall not 
upon them-

These colors were the finest and costliest 
borne 08" to the front by any state regi- 
ment. 'They were made by Thomas C. 
Garvey of Boston at a cost of $275. They 
were of a rich blue silk, of the regulation 
size, 6 feet by 6 feet, 6 inches, embel- 
lished with the Massachusetts coat of 
arms, aud were supported by the palm 
and the olive, emblimatical of victory and 
peace. On a scroll beneath was "Tenth 
Regiment 
Massachusetts 
Volunteers," 


in neat gold letters. 
The colors were 


trimmed with yellow 
silk Iringc and 


mounted with a gold band and tasseU. A 
silk Union flag of equal fineness acinm. 
panied the much prized gift, as compan- 
ion colors, on which was emblazoned an 
American eagle. 


Leave HMmpden Park tor Hertford. 
The following Tuesday the regiment 


left Springfield lor Medford, where they 
were joined by Hodge's regimental band- 
While at Springfield, Co. B. was consid- 
ered the crack company in the regiment, 
had the finest drummer in the person of 
Henry Stewart, who was soon called to 
his old position in Hodge's band, his, place 
having been taken in the company by 
Edward S. Joy, a North Adams boy, but 
then a resident of Pittsfield. When the 
company left North Adams it had with it 
a little boy fifer named Jones for whom 
Merchant Tailor Richard Hall made a 
uniform and presented it to him.

The Tenth Regiment struck camp at 


Mcdtord, Thursday morning, July 25, 
1861, and after partaking of a baked beans, 
brown bread and coffee breakfast pro- 
.vided by its citizens, was formed in a 
hollow square on the village green, where ! 
prayer was offered by Rev. Mr. Ames of i 
Medford, after which it was addressed by ! 
ex-Governor George N. Briggs of Pitts- j 
field, father of its brave colonel. Col. j 
Briggs' had thought to march the rcgi j 
meat into Boston, but it had tents, 
luggage, wagons, ambulances and horses, j 
and the regiment was taken to the city in ' 
two Boston aad Maine railroad trains. 
The regiment arrived in Boston at 3.15 p. , 
m., formed into line on Canal street and 
preceded by a platoon of police walktd 
through Hay market Square, Blackstonc, 
Hanover, Court, State and India streets to 
Central wharf. The streets were lined 
with spectators who loudly cheered the 
regiment, which made a flne appearance.
